It has been dem­ 
onstrated that the temperature of the 
moon under tho full glare of the sun 
rises toa point in excess «if that of boil­ 
ing wat r, w hile it is equally certain that 
when th«« sunbeams are withdrawn the 
temperature of the moon sinks to a point 
fur below that with which any nretio ex­ 
plorer has made us m'quainiid. 
H«re, 
tin'll, is a globe fed jusl as \v«« are, with 
sunbeams, and y« t undergoing tremen­ 
dous vicissitudes of climate, surpassing 
any rhang«’s « mhirod bv the earth. 
The climaticdilVerenoi between these 
two neighboring globes is certainly eon 
neeted with the fact that the moon lias 
very little atmosphere, even if it ht* net 
completely destitute thereof. 
Our at­ 
mosphere acts as a elimatie regulator. It 
reduces tlie degree in which tin* intense 
fervor of 
tlie sun affects the earth, and 
it mitigates 
the rigor of the cold to 
which tin* earth would bo exposed when 
th«' sunbeams are withdrawn. 
Such an 
ameliorating agent is nbst nt from tin* 
moon, and lienee arise 
those 
violent, 
extremes of it 
clim atic condition.

aceid< ids are of rare occurrence. And 1 
nn.iiuaiu that any man or woman, an 
entire fit rang* t to the animals, can go 
in with tie «n and in perfect safety. 
“ A case in point come« to my mind. 
A few y» ,r-a ro I employed an innoc> nt 
sort i 1 <> ¡man to work in tho uieimg- 
erie, and oim ( t the first tasks assigned 
to him was cleaning tlm lions' den. In 
rtead of taking an iron scraper and 
working through tho bars as custom­ 
ary, ho took a broom, opened the iron 
door, vent in 
the cage and began to 
sweep the fltmr. Win n a lion got m liis 
way, he would punch it with the broom 
and tell it in <» «Titian to got away, and 
it, did so. The mau repeated Ins experi­ 
ence every day and was never harmed. 
I now make this positive statement— 
that in both the handling and training 
of these animals tie re is no more dan­ 
ger than attend« the training of a do­ 
mestic animal. The snarling and grow 1- 
ing of the beasts are 
110 more indicative 
of a desire to claw and devour than is 
expressed in the hark or snarl of a ca­ 
nine house pot or the hi« « of a sleek 
tabby when its tail is stepped upon. 
The big brutes may growl and crouch 
about their cages, look dangerous and 
act ferociously and all that, but 1 con­ 
tend, 
and experience lias taught me 
that my belief is currect, that it is only 
through a desin to escape from the man 
rather than to attack lilin. 
“ It takes time and patience, more 
than any one not in the business can 
imagine, to perfect the training of these 
animals, and every trainer has a meth 
od of Ins own. 1 would further explain 
that trained animals will not perform 
the tricks taught them until the cue is 
given them, liven trained horses, which 
are supposed to have great intelligence, 
w ill only go through their performances 
when tho ringmaster « applies the cue, 
whatever it may be. 
» Sometimes it is a 
motion of the whip, at others a step 
backward or forward, when instantly 
the animal will respond. Now, all that 
is necessary for any one to put through 
Ins peiToi malices uiqv kind of trained 
animal or number of them is for him to 
know when to give tho proper cue 
“ 1 do not believe the animals know 
one trainer from another unless one 
has been with them fora long time, for 
when some of my trainers have been 
taken sick, been di.-clmrg« «1 or for other 
causes have left my service the trained 
animal part of my show has not been 
interrupted, but has gone on ju>t tin 
same, a new man having been suhstitut 
ed, and it is safe to say that the uni
